Mr, Well- 
man has worked closely with 
Hitch and considers him to be 
‘‘probably the best qualified 
man in America to head this 
institution,”

deas who have abandoned the 
ivory tower of intellectualism 
to put their ideas into action. 


The Faculty Advisory Come 
mitte seems to have been very 
pleased with the Regents? sel- 
ection of Charles Hitch as 
President. ‘Mr. Hitch’s 
qualifications for the position 
are exemplified by the two 
titles he now holds: Vice 
President of the University 
and Professor of Economics, 
AS Vice President he is dis- 
tinguished by an enormous ad 
mininstrative ability, charac- 
terized by brilliant analysis 
of longerange fiscal problems 
of the University in relation 
to its academic goals,!?

One of the most pressing areas of this 
immaturity concerns this publication, dir- 
ectly. The University has failed to take 
any kind of responsible attitude toward the 
promotion and assistance of a campus news- 
paper, something integral to every major 
university .

PRESS to exist, It’s just that no one seems 
to do much about it. 


Last year the University specified that 
the money given to aid the establishment 
of the newspaper was merely a one-time 
gift. The answer the Central Adminis- 
tration gives to monetary requests is that 
on other campuses the money comes from 
the Associated Students and at Santa Cruz 
the colleges are asked, they answer that it 
is not their place to fund campus wide 
projects. 


Both of these arguments are valid unto 
themselves. But the problem of funding 
a newspaper still remains. It seems that 
Santa Cruz can overcome these seemingly 
semantic differences. In so many other 
instances Santa Cruz has chosen to break 
with established precendent and offer some- 
thing which is new and more workable, 
It seems hard to believe that on something 
as common to University-life as the fund- 
ing of a newspaper, Santa Cruz can’t come 


up with a solution.

The pass/fail with 
accompanying evaluation was 
initiated here because it can 
be more expressive of stue 
dent performance than letter 
grades. Looking over the e- 
valuations which are in my 
file after two years of study 
here, ‘I see their value vare 
ies considerably. Many do not 
say as much as agrade would, 


I wisn in those cases the teach- 
er had opted to use a grade 
instead. For instance, one 
‘‘evaluation’’ consisted of the 
Single word ‘‘Satisfactory.” 
That was for a language class, 
My World Civ 5 & 6evalua- 

tions were restricted to a re- 
port of results on the final

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and second it reports to others 
how the student did. 


A student should know how 
well the professor thinks he 
did in relation to both his 
Own Capacity andthe others in 
the same class. That is, 
he should know whether the 
teacher thinks he was a noe. 
tably poor or outstanding stu- 
dent in the class, Others 
should know whether the class 
was a seminar, a lecture, or 
some special format, and how 
many students were in the! 
Class as well as what Sube 
to have any idea what to exe 
to have any idea what to ex- 
pect of a particular evaluation. 


I think our teachers are 
not fully discharging their re- 
sponsibility in this respect, 
and I hope this letter serves 
some constructive purpose, 
such as evaluations which are 
truly superior to simple let- 
ter grades whenever possible.

It has now been learned that a ‘so-called 
alternation plan’ will go into effect. In de- 
fense of this plan the administration pleads 
the case of the R.A,’s and the Preceptors 
and speaks of the burden that Saturday vi- 
Sitation hours would place on these indivi- 
duals, 


The PRESS feels that this burden is un- 
necessary, It is unnecessary because there 
is no reason for the R,A,’s and Preceptors to 
be in the dorms during visitation hours. It is 
evident once again that the administration is 
equating intervisitation with sex. The PRESS 
believes it is extremely harmful to the social 
environment of UCSC when the administration 
continues to think and act in such a stilted 
manner concerning the intervisitation ques- 
tion.

A graduate of Yale Univer- 
sity, Morse attended Yale Art 
School, the Chicago Art In- 
Stitute and the Institute Al- 
lende, Mexico, He has studied 
with painter Howard Warshaw, 
and his studios have been lo- 
cated in Austria, Spain, Mex- 
ico, Lebanon, New Mexico and 
California, 


The presence and use of 
marijuana andLSD onthe San- 
ta Cruz campus constitute the 
single greatest threat to the 
Santa Cruz concept of educa- 
tion in the University of Cali- 
fornia. The students who ace 
tively purchase, hold, and use 
illegal drugs place the school 
in grave danger of radical ale 
teration or complete destruc- 
tion by its opponents. 


The election of Gov. Reagon 
must be recognized as an ex- 
pression of discontent with the 
University of California by the 
voters of the state. In any 
case, Gov. Reagan and several 
members of the Board of Re- 
gents have accepted that inter- 
pretation. The University 
must face massive attacks on 
its educational and admini- 
strative policies, its faculty 
and curriculum, and its auton- 
omy as an educational insti- 
tution. 


Several of these attacks 
have been successful, Cri- 


tics of the University suc- 
ceeded in firing Clark Kerr. 
The Regents bowed to pres- 
sure and established an in- 
creasein fees that is materi- 
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ally identical to the establish- 
ment of tuition. If the ene- 
mies of the University con- 
tinue to enjoy such success, 
more fundamental and perma- 
nently-damaging alterations 
will be made in the Uni- 
versity. 


The Santa Cruz campus 
stands today as proof of the 
University of California’s au- 
tonomy, its ability to imple- 
ment new and creative ideas, 
and its ability to surmount 
any financial obstacle that 
the absence of tutition might 
present. Indeed, Santa Cruz 
offers a unique and valuable 
educational experience that 
cannot be found in any other 
tuition-free public institution. 
Yet Santa Cruz is highly 
susceptible to the criticism 
of the enemies of the Uni- 
versity. The widespread use 
of drugs on the Santa Cruz 
campus will soon come to 
the attention of the Board of 
Regents, and can only gener- 
ate avigorous opposition to 
the Santa Cruz concept of edu-e 
cation. We must not forget 
that the campus wax esta- 
blished on an experimental 
basis, and is subject to the 
scrutiny of a Board of Re- 
gents which has twice suc- 
cumbed to Gov. Reagan’s 
pressured, 


Those who benefit most 
directly from the educational 
opportunities at Santa Cruz 
are today the greatest threat 
to its continued existence. If 
the Regents are convinced 
that illegal drugs are used 
freely and abundantly on the 
Santa Crus campus, we can 
look forward to a harsh and 
powerful opposition among the 
-Regents, the politicians, and 
the voters of California.

Pete Seeger has been the 
center of controversy for 
several years now. He has 
been labelled a Communist, 
a fellow-traveller, an agitator 
and assorted other smears. 
He finally broke a large 
barrier by«appearing on naq- 
tional television for the first 
time this September. He has 
been called up before commit- 
tees of Congress and has 
faced a jail sentence for re- 
fusing to testify to one of 
them, This was later over- 
turned by the Courts. But 
through it all, PeteSeeger has 
remained the humble, sincere 
person he was when he left 
Harvard in the 30’s to travel 
the rails and gather songs and 
experience. 


Some people think that 
he is something of a god. 
Seeger would be the first to 
deny this. He is more truly 
the supreme example ofa true 
American patriot. He believes 
everything in the Declaration 
of Independence, the Constitu- 
tion and the Bill of Rights. 
If there is something to be 
remedied, then Seeger will try 
it the best way he knows 
how, through music. In a 
song about the pollution of the 
Hudson River, he expands the 
last chorus to... 

“Then maybe once again 
my river and my country will 
run clear,’® 


And in what has been his most 
controversial song of late, he 
relates the experience of a 
platoon on maneuvers in a 
Louisiana swamp. The song 
tells of a captain who leads 
his men into a river against 
their protests, The captaine- 
ventually drowns and the men 
turn back. Seeger expands the 
last verse also by... 


‘¢*But each time I read 
the papers 
The same old feelin’ 
comes on, 
We’re waist deep in the 
Big Muddy 
And the Big Fool says 


to push on!?? 


Near the end of the even- 
ing, Seeger related the story 
of a man marching in Time 
Square at midnight, carrying 
a sign for an end to war, 
A lady came up to this man 
and asked him, ‘*Do you really 
think you’re going to change 


.the world?” 


‘‘No,’’? he replied, ‘but 
I don’t want the world to change 
me.”’ 


The world is never going to 
change Pete Seeger.
